Reaction to the incident has been strong and was dramatized with the 
resignation of Secretary of State Cyrus Vance over the weekend. Vance 
opposed the move to bring a military force into Tran, a plan: President

When 
asked what would happen he were to return the students said, “They 
might kill him just to get even, but it would not do Iran any good to have 
him back. He's already dying and having his money would be more 
important anyhow. That's not ever going to be recovered.”

Media debated 


NOW leader heads discussion

Four distinct personalities, three women in broadcasting and the state 
president of N.O.W.. debated the many-faceted problems faced by 
women in the media. 

N.O.W. state President Karen Peters, KFWB newscaster Barbara 
Riegle. Register reporter Cheryl Romo and L.A. Times writer Janet 
Clayton. joined ina panel discussion in Phillips Hall for SAC Journalism 
Day. 

Peters spoke on the progress women have made in the past five years, 
but cited nev shows that portray women as jiggly objects. She used the 
$1.98 Beauty Show, Three’s a Crowd and Three’s Company as examples 
that demean females. 

“Fifty-three percent of the population is female, yet only 1.5 percent of 
the broadcast stations are owned by women,” commented Peters when 
explaining how little women have progressed in the broadcast field and 
how far they have left to go. 

Riegle remembered the days when she had to sit out in the rain ata 
football stadium and hand copy through a window to the press box, 
because working Women reporters were not allowed inside. 

“The female voice on radio was quite disturbing because of its higher 
pitch. This is why radio has been the last frontier for women in 
journalism.” summarized Riegle. 

“When women have their conventions during the week, as men do, 
then women will have reached equality.” she quipped. 

Clayton recommended overlooking most of the sexist connotations 
encountered in the day-to-day life of a reporter. “I really never knew 
Whether my interviewees were reacting to my being female. black or 
young. All of which can work for vou and against vou. 

“One day during a political fund-raiser, I met the candidate, who shall 
go nameless. He looked incredulous as I was introduced to him. He said: 
‘youre a writer for the Times? Well I just think that’s wonderful.” He 
realized he blew it and made it worse in a feeble attempt to explain.” 
Clayton related. 

“Sometimes it’s a clear advantage to be a woman. I went to Louisiana 
ona story because a Woman was shot by the L.A. police for not paying her 
bills. | got into the home of her mother simply Deras was black and a 
woman which made her more sympathetic to me. j 

Romo entered the world of journalism at the age of 29. “I prefer not to 
use too many descriptive words in my writing. Usually you will read 
about a woman using such wordsas petite, blonde or dressed in whatever. 
When was the last time you read about a man when his clothing was 
described. Thats why I don’t use too many descriptive words.” 

Romo worked for the Register seven months before she was allowed to 
work on hard news stories. She had to switch newspaper jobs to get away 
from reporting on the softer, traditional women’s features. But now she is 
doing the investigative stories associated with male heroes like Bernstein 
and Woodward. 

Romo feels it’s essential to know typing, spelling and some kind of 
shorthand to be a successful reporter, whether you be male or female. 

The panel discussion centered around the woman’s role in journalism 
and job accessibility for women. The baby-dollish voice of Romo 
summarized it best. “It doesn’t really matter how old you are, it’s how 
hard you're willing to try.”

ASSAC cancels 
card fee; awaits 


Starkes approval

The $10 fee for an ASB card will 
in all probability become a thing of 
the past. 

The student senate has approved 
a set of revised by-laws that will 
take effect if and when signed by 
ASB President Susan Starke. 

“Eliminating the membership 
fee was a major aspect of the 
revisions,” Senator Brad Way 
observed. “A great deal of it was 


procedural revisions that will 
make the Senate run more 
smoothly. The by-laws set up 


guidelines for and fine-tune the 
Constitution.” 

Abolishing the ASB card fee will 
serve to make every student a full 
ASB member upon registration. It 
will also make every registered 
student eligible to serve in any 
facet of student government or as 
an officer in any of the clubs on 
campus. 

The election of an ASB 
president and vice president is 


` scheduled to take place May 19-21. 


But. until the revised by-laws 
become law. applications to run 
for either office cannot be 
submitted. 

“lt (by-law revisions) should 
have been done three or four weeks 
ago,” said Supreme Court Justice 
Mike Shannon, who plans to run 
for president. “The Senate just has 
a do-nothing attitude. They want 
to socialize instead of taking care 
ot business. The election begins in 
less than three weeks and no one 
can even apply to run yet. How can 
anyone have time enough to 
campaign so that this election ts 
more than a popularity contest?” 

The Senate also passed a 
resolution voicing opposition to 
Proposition 9, the state income 
tax-cut initiative by a vote of 10 to 
l. 

Senator Don Steger, who cast 
the lone dissenting vote, actually 
favored the resolution, but 
disagreed with the wording of it. 

“I felt it should have been 
worded better.” Steger comment- 
ed. “If we had given some good. 
concrete examples of wnat 
Proposition 9 will do, we might 
have changed some minds.” 

ASSAC is also considering 
eliminating the winter. senatorial 
elections, according to Darlene 
Jacobson, coordinator of Student 
Activities; Community Services. 
Such a measure needs to be 
approved by a majority vote of the 
student body.

If SAC is to be successful as an institution of higher education, 
it must be aware of and sensitive to the needs and concerns of the 
community it serves. 

The third annual edition of Women’s Week, in addition to 
providing information on a plethora of subjects of particular 
interest to women, can also be looked at as a means of identifying 
and measuring local interest in such topics. 

“There's a need out there that the school can fulfill -- otherwise 
the people wouldn't be here,” observed New Horizons 
Coordinator Diane Van Hook, one of those chiefly responsible 
for organizing Women’s Week. 

Well over 2,000 people attended the various events during the 
week, which covered topics ranging from dealing with depression 
to basic car care to advanced assertion training. 

The attendance count, which did not include entertainment 
events such as the performance by the Alice Stone Ladies Society 
Orchestra, represented a near quintupling of last year’s turnout 
of 500 people. 

“To have almost 2,250 people here this week was phenomenal,” 
Van Hook remarked. 

And, based on random sign-in sheets checked against the Alpha 
list, Van Hook estimated that 50 to 70 percent of those attending 


seminars were not SAC students. Even assuming that many of 


these people were present at two or three workshops, it adds up to 
300 to 400 community members who were attracted to SAC, 
many perhaps for the first time. 

Not only can SAC be of service to the community by staying in 
touch with its concerns and arranging presentations such as 
Women’s Week to address them, but the event itself is a useful tool 
for recruitment of new students and retention of others. 

The number of non-students at SAC during Women’s Week 
makes the recruitment value obvious, while the identification and 
discussion of concerns during the week assist in retention. The 
more SAC can meet the needs of a student, the more likely it is 
that she or he will remain in school. 

el Don applauds all faculty, administrators and students who 
organized and participated in the week of awareness.

Will America master the art of braiding? Time will tell. 
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Goldberg talk challenges sex-role tradition

“The traditional male-female 
relationship is one of machine and 
child,” psychologist Herb 
Goldberg contends. “Masculinity 
and femininity don’t exist as such - 
- they are psychological defense 
systems and sometimes disorders.” 

Dr. Goldberg, a professor of 
Psychology | at Cal State Los 
Angeles, is the author of the 1976 
best-seller, The Hazards of Being 
Male, and more recently, The New 
Male--From_ Self-destruction to 
Self-care. 

Goldberg spoke at SAC last 
Friday in a Women’s Weck 
seminar on the impact of the 
emerging woman on men. He 
began by outlining his perception 


of traditional sex-role behaviors. 

Because . of a traditionally 
stereotypical view of femininity, 
Goldberg believes that women 
have learned to repress their 
aggression, assertion, autonomy 
and sexuality. 

“The more feminine a woman is, 
the more impossible it is to resolve 
a conflict,” Goldberg remarked. 
“The result of repressed aggression 
is that most women never learn 
how to fight -- verbally.” 

Repression of assertion, 
according to Goldberg. makes a 
woman's responses passive and 
reactive. It can lead her to feel she 
lacks identity, and in the extreme. 
she thinks she’s exploited and 
resents the man. 

“When a woman represses her 
autonomy, she looks for a man to 


take care of her,” Goldberg said 
“The woman who relates to men 
through success symbols -- in such 
as cars and money -- Is as sexist as 
the man who relates only to 
women’s bodies.” 

Goldberg feels the dependency 
of a woman in such a situation 
“breeds rage within her, and at 
some point she thinks of him as an 
obstacle to her growth.” 

Repressed sexuality makes a 
woman think of sex “as a 
borderline nasty affair ... to be 
engaged in as a reward for the 
man.” Goldberg observed. “Theria 
woman feels used and resents male 
sexuality.” l 

Goldberg thinks “masculinity 1s 
even more destructive than 
femininity. The mafe becomes 
masculine as a defense against 


femininity. 

“A macho (person) feels that 
dependency is feminine, and his 
defense is to prove he doesn’t need 
anybody.” 

Men equate passivity with 
femininity, the psychologist said. 
“If you want to embarrass a 
macho, call him in the afternoon 
and ask him if you woke him up 
from a nap.” 

Fear as a feminine- trait, “is one 
-of society’s most bizarre ideas,” 
Goldberg claimed. “Only in the 
macho defense system is fear a 
challenge. This leads to what I call 
macho-psychotic behavior, where 
the impulse to prove one’s 
manhood is stronger than the need 
to survive.” i 

Goldberg called masculinity “a 
blueprint for self-destruction. Pair 


becomes a challenge rather than a 
body message that something is 
wrong. Denial of pain leads to a 
body-psychotic condition where a 
man has lost touch with his body. 
That a man can feel great one day 
and be dead the next is a common 
phenomenon.” 

In concluding, Goldberg said. 
“The underlying message ot! 
feminism is women saying, ‘We 
refuse to be children any longer 
We want to be total persons.” Men 
should love it. 

“The emerging woman is life- 
saving for the male. Men can feel. 
express needs, acknowledge fear 
and walk away from proving 
behavior. He can come to women 
as a friend and companion. I salute 
feminism as a tremendous path for 
men to grow towards.”

I know this is supposed to be a typical movie review, 
but the famous writer, Dr. Hunter S. Thompson, is 
not exactly typical. 

And since Thompson's influence (among other's 
mentioned later in this article is strong on we so-called 
New Journalists. I feel compelled to write this 
review story inthe Gonzo style of Thompson. Gonzo 
Journalism, for the uninitiated. is participatory- 
individualistic-drug-induced-last) =minute-betore- 
deadline journalism. 

So here I am at the typewriter doomed by the 
impending deadline which slipped past only hours 
ago. ready finally to tell this intriguing tale. Please 
note that I've had so many cups of coffee-stimulant 
that | am no longer responsible for what I write. 

Where The Buffalo Roam. based loosely on 
Thompson's Fear and Loathing books. is the title of 
the Universal picture starring Bill Murray (as 
Thompson) and Peter Bovle (as Thompson's lawyer). 


The film is going to appeal to two basic types of 
viewers: one will be those with little knowledge of 


Thompson’s exploits who are Murray fans from 
Saturday Night Live. while the others will be those 
who have read Dr. Thompson’s exposes on politics 
and society. For ease of memory. we'll call the first 
“fan-casual.” and the second “fan-addicted.” 


* ‘Fear, Loathing at the Movies’ 


The movie rambles freely (like the buffalo once did) 
focusing autobiographically on Thompson’s rocks 
career and his zany association with his friend / lawyer 
Carlos Acosta. The plot is meaningless, but as 
impressionistic as the writing of Thompson, known to 
many as the eccentric Uncle Duke of the Doonesbury 
comic strip. 

To the casual purveyor, this flick will seem to have 
no direction. Wrong. The film attempts to move with 
ol’ HST through his wild professional life, and in 
striving for so much coverage, loses its flow. 

It becomes as disjointed as, well, as Thompson 
himself. This confusing fact for the casual bul! 
becomes the savior of the movie experience to the 
Thompson addict. 

When one thinks of Thompson's exploits, he sees 
that the film is trying ona rather large shoe and takes 
the chance of placing said foot in mouth. Perhaps it is 
this gamble that makes the picture so worthwhile. 

Thompson’s (the Keith Moon of journalism) and 
Acosta’s (aka the Brown Buffalo) friendship is well 
executed by the dynamic team of Murray and Boyle 
from Young Frankenstein fame. 

In the end, Acosta is missing and doctor is left in his 
cabin vowing to go on to greater heights (highs”)

Highlighting SAC’s Women’s Week, Hall, a high school teacher, 
joined Jo-Allen, a political science/economics instructor who is 
against ERA, in pointing out the pros and cons during a forum 
discussion. 

A major concern in the equal rights movement is equal pay. 
“Women are doing the same job as men, yet being paid less,” Hall said. 
“They are the last hired and the first fired.” 

Allen countered by saying that, in general, “women tire easier than 
men do. Their accident rate is quicker and they suffer more physical 
and psychological breakdowns,” adding that besides, “in 1963 the 
Equal Pay Act was passed.”

the family,” Hall said, attributing her own family situation as living 
proof. 

The recent issue of draft registration for women has convinced 
Allen that ratification of the ERA might provide the deciding vote 
combining women and war. “The subject of sex will be taboo ... wars 
are not fought by women,” she stressed, pointing out that biologically, 
women are weaker than men. 

Allen related her feelings to a comment she heard from a female 
army sergeant who was unable to lift an 80-pound battery. “There'll 
always be a strong man around to help ...” 

Men, according to Hall, are apparently aware of the benefits they 
receive with the ERA enacted. “Surprisingly enough, a higher 
proportion of men support ERA than women.” 

© Still, Allen discourages the ERA. “The Constitution already 
embodies equal rights for men and women. The 14th Amendment was 
applied to help women,” she said. 

In spite of the attempt to erase this amendment from our system, 
ERA needs the support of only three more states to become part of the 
U.S. Constitution. 

But there has been little shift recently in the attitudes of state 
legislatures for passing it, despite the extension of the time granted by 
Congress for ratifying the ERA.

depression is normal, doctor says

The death of a dog causes a 
woman to become suicidal. Sound 
ridiculous? Not to her psychiatrist, 
Dr. John Schwartz, who spoke on 
the topic of depression at SAC last 
Wednesday. 

“Depression is very normal. We 
all make attachments by caring 
about things and people. When we 
break or lose them, we become 
sad,” Dr. Schwartz said in a 
seminar sponsored by SAC’s 
Women’s Week coalition. 

Dr. Schwartz, who is an adult 
and child psychiatrist, described 
depression not only as a mood 
which fluctuates from one person 
to another, but also as a clinical 
illness that is more prevalent in 
women than in men. 

“Suicide is a feeling of guilt, 
shame and low self-worth. It it 
looked at as a way to solve 
problems,” Schwartz explained. 

“The person who commits 
suicide may be killing others, as 
well, through disappointment or 
rage in the actions of others.” 

Depressive illness is determined 
by how mucha person’s function is 
impaired. Dr. Schwartz explained 
that a person may have minimal 
difficulties (mild) or those that 
become life-threatening (dysfunc- 
tional). 

Besides sadness and dissatisfac- 
tion, he described in detail some of 
the bodily disturbances that are 
experienced in a mild depression. 

“A person may begin to drink, 
eat, take drugs or smoke more than 
he usually does,” he said. 
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“Some of the somatic feelings 
are headaches, muscular aches and 
pains and a sensation of fullness, 
(which may decrease the 
appetite).” 

“People who are usually 
punctual who begin to be late often 
or clean people who become very 
messy, fit into this category,” he 
added. 

So what does a person do when 
he is depressed? 

“It just takes an effort of will and 
self-help. Go on with your life. Do 
the things you like,” the doctor 
stated. 

If depression is consistent, 
doctor’s orders are to get some 
outside help without being 


ashamed. However, he cautions 
that for many physicians, it is 
easier to write a prescription than 
it is to talk about it, 

Dr. Schwartz believes anti- 
depressants may be helpful if taken 
in the proper dosage, however; 
they may cause major affects for 
persons with a mild depression. 

As a last resort treatment, Dr. 
Schwartz suggests Electric Shock 
Treatment, (E.C.T.). 

“People who receive E.C.T. are 
in a better mood after this 
treatment. It is 80 to 90 percent 
successful,” he said. 

“Life is a difficult undertaking,” 
Dr. Schwartz concluded, “but it is 
well-worth living.”

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O.C. athletics on the map 
as Elder caters to county

Who would have thought that a youth 
whose main responsibility was to care for 
ballplayers’ $10 bats would develop into a 
top radio sportscaster who’s now handling 
many athletes’ multi-million dollar business 
dealings. 

It all began in 1967 when the California Angels first 
moved into Anaheim Stadium and a rookie batboy 
joined them. Now 13 years later, much has changed 
for the Angels, the stadium and that one-time helper. 

The Angels are no longer the doormat of the 
American League and their ballpark has undergone a 
recent facelift with 30,000 seats being added while the 
Big-A scoreboard was moved closer to the freeway. 

But perhaps the biggest alteration occurred to that 
former batboy -- Bob Elder -- who now hosts Orange 
County’s highly popular “Sportstalk,” on KEZY 
radio. 

The program, which airs 9 to 11 on Sunday 
evenings, invites listeners to phone in and voice their 
opinions on sports, and is one of many with that 
format crowding the airwaves today. However, Elder 
feels that there is something about his show that 
makes it stand out from the rest of the crowd. 

“I've tried to gear it (the program) to Orange 
County,” explained the 31-year-old broadcaster. 
“Through the quality-type guests I've been able to lure 
in, I believe this is a show people want to listen to.” 

Last week, for example, Elder had one of those 
high-power visitors in the guise of former SAC 
student, and now KABC-TV sportscaster Ed Arnold. 
Before the show, Elder had related how, ina way he 
was in awe of Arnold because the latter is on television 


and therefore a sort of celebrity. 

But the radioman’s smooth delivery in questioning 
the former Don seemed to belie any fear or 
apprehension he might have had. Yet there was a time 
when Elder wasn’t as confident as he sounds today. 

“The whole first year 1 was on,” Elder recalled 
during his recent Journalism Day presentation at 
SAC, “I read everything. I didn’t think anybody could 
ad lib for an entire hour.” Now, nearing the show’s 
second anniversary, Elder displays a more relaxed 
style and relies only on the notes he keeps on 3-by-5 
cards which he used as he interrogated the easy-going 
Arnold. 

Elder gained his journalism experience through his 
years at Tustin High and the year and a half he spent 
as sports editor at Golden West College. 

owever, when Elder finished college, he entered 
the public relations field and stayed there until his 
break came at KEZY. Elder came to the station's 
program director, Dave Foreman, with the idea fora 
sports talk show format -- one that would cater to 
Orange County. Foreman liked what he heard and 
decided to give this young go-getter with no prior 
broadcasting experience the go-ahead. 

After weeks of delay, the first show made the 
airwaves on July 9, 1978, but not without a little 
apprehension by its host. 

“Chris Evert did the first taped promo for the show 
before it aired and other than a couple of newspaper 
ads, that was it,” he reminisced. “So there was a lot of 
fear in my mind that perhaps no one would be 
listening or call in.” 

But phone in they did, and now Elder feels any 


he has or will gain he owes to Foreman, who was 
to take a risk. i
